Otto  Morkholm  Huntington  Medallist 


The  distinguished  Danish  scholar, 
Otto  Morkholm,  has  been  awarded  the 
Society’s  Archer  M.  Huntington  Medal 
for  1981.  Presentation  of  the  award, 
given  for  outstanding  achievement  in 
numismatic  scholarship,  was  made  at 
the  ANS  Annual  Meeting  on  January  9. 
Mr.  Morkholm,  who  serves  as  Keeper  of 
Coins  of  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  in 
Copenhagen,  is  a  Corresponding  Mem 
her  of  the  Society,  elected  to  that  status 
in  1962,  the  year  he  first  visited  the  ANS 
as  Visiting  Scholar  to  the  Graduate 
Seminar.  In  1969  he  participated  in  the 
seminar  program  a  second  time. 

Together  with  his  wife  Annelis,  Mr. 
Morkholm  traveled  to  New  York  to 
receive  the  award  in  person  and  spend 
the  following  week  at  the  Society  on 
personal  research  projects. 

Citation  by  Thompson 

Margaret  Thompson,  ANS  Chief  Cu 


rator  Emeritus,  colleague  and  personal 
friend  of  Mr.  Morkholm,  presented  the 
award  on  behalf  of  the  Huntington 
Medal  Committee: 

“In  this  Bicentennial  year  of  the 
Royal  Coin  Cabinet  of  Copenhagen,  it 
seems  especially  appropriate  that  the 
Society’s  Huntington  Medal  goes  today 
to  the  Keeper  of  Coins  who  has  done  so 
much  to  enhance  the  prestige  of  that 
outstanding  Cabinet.  Dr.  Morkholm’s 
area  of  special  interest  involves  the 
regnal  coinages  of  the  Hellenistic 
period,  with  emphasis  on  the  Seleucids, 
the  Ptolemies  and  the  Cappadocians, 
but  not  forgetting  notable  contributions 
on  the  somewhat  earlier  issues  of  the 
dynasts  of  Lycia  and  the  satraps  of 
Cilicia.  In  these  diverse  fields,  his 
numerous  penetrating  studies  have  not 
only  refined  the  chronologies  but  added 
new  contributions  and  mints  to  the 
existing  record.  One  clear  indication  of

ANS  125TH  ANNIVERSARY 
IN  1983 

The  Society  will  celebrate  the  125th 
anniversary  of  its  founding  during  1983. 
Plans  formulated  to  date  center  on  two 
principal  activities:  installation  of  the 
“World  of  Numismatics”  exhibit  plan¬ 
ned  for  the  Society’s  West  Hall  and 
sponsorship  of  a  two-day  symposium  at 
the  museum  on  the  topic  “Numismatics 
and  History”  featuring  approximately 
10  papers  of  broad  interest. 

The  weekend  of  September  9-10  has 
been  selected  tentatively  for  the  sym¬ 
posium  and  exhibit  opening.  A  special 
effort  will  be  made  to  attract  former 
Graduate  Seminar  students  and  ANS 
members  to  these  events.  We  are 
attempting  to  reach  as  many  former 
seminar  students  as  possible  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  an  “Alumni  Directory,”  includ¬ 
ing  an  indexed  listing  of  the  research 
papers  produced  during  the  30  years 
that  the  graduate  seminar  has  been 
offered. 

In  addition  work  has  begun  on  a 
sequel  to  the  Society’s  History,  covering 
the  25  years  since  the  centennial  in 
1958.  William  Metcalf,  Society  Chief 
Curator,  is  undertaking  this  effort. 
Future  issues  of  the  ANSNewsletter  will 
contain  more  specific  information  on 
plans  for  the  celebration.  Meanwhile, 
suggestions  and  requests  for  further 
information  concerning  any  of  these 
events  are  welcome. 

Medal  Proposed 

In  addition,  the  Council  has  approved 
plans  for  the  production  of  a  medal  to 
commemorate  the  125th  anniversary  of 
the  ANS  in  1983.  The  medal  will  be 
available  for  purchase  by  members  and 
the  general  public. 

The  design  of  the  medal  will  be 
chosen  through  an  invited  competition 
among  sculptors  who  have  demonstra¬ 
ted  skill  and  imagination  in  medallic  art.

his  eminence  a>  a  scholai  ami  the  broad 
range  of  his  knowledge  is  the  fact  that 
he  has  been  asked  to  prepare  the 
handbook  on  Hellenistic  coinages  in  the 
Methuen  series. 

“Apart  from  the  books  and  articles  on 
specialized  subjects,  there  have  been 
the  time  consuming  tasks  of  compiling 
and  editing.  Copenhagen  has  the  proud 
distinction  of  being  the  only  major 
numismatic  cabinet  with  its  Greek 
holdings  fully  on  record  in  the  Sylloge 
Xummorurn  Graecorum  and  the  suc¬ 
cessful  completion  of  this  program  is 
largely  due  to  Dr.  Morkholm.  Important 
sections  of  the  von  Aulock  Sylloge  and 
periodic  surveys  of  Greek  numismatic 
research  are  also  his  work.  As  a 
co-editor  of  the  Inventory  of  Greek  Coin 
Hoards  he  played  a  major  role  in  placing 
this  valuable  tool  at  the  disposal  of 
numismatists,  historians  and  archae¬ 
ologists. 

“Publication  is  only  part  of  the  story. 
Numismatists  here  and  abroad  will 
recall  with  pleasure  the  superbly-organ¬ 
ized  International  Congress  of  1967  held 
in  Copenhagen  under  Dr.  Morkholm's 
direction.  Members  of  the  International 
Numismatic  Commission  have  reason  to 
be  grateful  for  the  twelve  years  during 
which  he.  with  the  help  of  his  wife 
Annelis,  served  as  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau.  Ties  with  the  American  Num¬ 
ismatic  Society  have  been  close  and 
enduring.  In  1962  and  again  in  1969  he 
was  in  New  York  as  Visiting  Scholar  at 
the  Summer  Seminar.  For  the  reprint 
sections  of  Edward  Newell’s  Seleucid 
mints  he  provided  introductory  sections 
on  relevant  new  material.  In  1977  he 
undertook  the  co-editorship  of  a  Fest¬ 
schrift  for  a  member  of  the  Society’s 
staff.  Over  the  years  our  Greek  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  truly  indebted  to  him  for 
the  kindness  and  generosity  with  which 
he  has  made  his  time,  help  and  advice 
available. 

“In  awarding  its  1981  Huntington 
Medal  to  Dr.  Otto  Morkholm.  the 
Society  does  so  in  recognition  of  past 
achievements  and  with  confidence  that 
the  years  to  come  will  prove  equally 
fruitful.” 

Morkholm’s  Acceptance 

In  acknowledging  the  award,  Mr. 
Morkholm  addressed  the  meeting  as 
follows: 

"Mr  President,  my  dear  Margaret, 
fellow  colleagues,  ladies  and  gentle 
men: 

“It  is  an  extreme  pleasure  to  me  to  be 
present  here  today,  together  with  my

wife,  and  to  receive  this  distinction 
which  you  have  conferred  upon  me. 

“When,  in  October,  I  was  first  told 
about  this  award,  my  feelings  were 
mixed  and  confused.  It  is  something  of  a 
burden  to  hear  that  your  name  is  going 
to  be  added  to  a  list  of  distinguished 
numismatists,  headed  by  that  eminent 
scholar,  Edward  T.  Newell,  in  1918. 

“It  makes  you  feel  embarrassed,  and 
you  may  feel  a  little  diffident  about 
being  able  to  carry  the  weight  of  this 
great  award. 

“But  human  nature  being  what  it  is, 
the  extreme  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
soon  overcame  my  diffidence  and  it  will 
do  so  today  also,  I  am  sure.  It  really  is  a 
pleasure  to  be  here  among  you. 

“My  connection  with  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  goes  back,  as 
Margaret  has  just  told  you,  as  far  as 
1962,  for  20  years.  I  met  my  American 
colleagues  first  the  year  before  at  the 
International  Numismatic  Congress  in 
Rome  where  I  heard  interesting  papers 
written  by  Margaret  Thompson  on  the 
Athenian  New  Style  theme,  and  a 
promising  young  scholar,  Ted  Buttrey, 
who’s  also  present  today,  read  a  paper 
on  coin  finds  from  Morgantina.  Already 


at  that  time  I  was  impressed  by  the 
quality  of  American  researih  in  ancient 
numismatics. 

“Since  then  it  has  been  my  privilege 
to  come  here  quite  often,  and  I’ve 
always  been  met  with  extreme  friend 
ship,  and  with  extreme  help  and 
cooperation  in  anything  I  wanted  to 
undertake  here. 

“It  is  a  very,  very  fine  place  for 
working  with  Greek  coinages,  especially 
in  the  Hellenistic  field.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  in  this  particular  section,  is  just 
simply  the  center  of  numismatic  re 
search  in  the  world. 

“It  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Newell 
and  his  able  successors,  Sydney  P.  Noe, 
Margaret  Thompson  and  the  others  who 
have  followed  and  are  still  working  to 
improve  and  to  expand  this  famous 
collection. 

“It  has  meant  a  lot  to  me  and  for  my 
work  to  be  able  to  come  here  and  use  the 
material  housed  in  this  building,  and  to 
meet  with  friends  and  colleagues, 
discussing  various  problems.  Margaret 
mentioned  that  I’ve  been  able  to  give 
help  and  advice  on  a  few  minor  points;  I 
have  received  much  more  from  her  and 
from  the  other  colleagues  here  than  I 
have  been  able  to  give. 

“I  thank  you  all  for  this  great 
distinction;  I  shall  try  to  live  up  to  it. 
The  best  way  of  doing  that  certainly  will 
be  to  continue  my  studies,  trying  to 
improve  them,  trying  to  expand  in 
various  fields,  and  do  my  share  in  this 
common  work  in  which  so  many  people 
are  involved. 

“Thank  you  very  much.’’

The  artists  have  been  instructed  to 
include  the  name  of  the  Society,  the 
dates  1858  and  1983,  and  the  emblem  of 
an  oak  leaf  cluster  in  their  designs. 
They  have  also  been  told  that  the  design 
should  be  emblematic  of  one  or  more 
aspects  of  the  Society’s  work,  beyond 
which  the  choice  of  subjects  and  style  of 
rendering  is  left  to  their  imagination.

TAX  DEDUCTION  AVAILABLE 

Beginning  in  1982,  all  taxpayers, 
including  those  who  do  not  itemize  on 
their  tax  returns,  may  claim  a  deduction 
for  gifts  to  qualifying  charitable  organ¬ 
izations  such  as  the  ANS. 

As  presently  w'ritten,  the  lawr  provides 
for  a  deduction  of  up  to  $25.  for  gifts 
made  in  1982  and  1983;  up  to  $75.  in 
1984;  50%  of  the  total  of  qualifying  gifts 
in  1985  and  100%  in  1986.  In  addition, 
corporations  may  now  deduct  charitable 
gifts  of  up  to  10%  of  taxable  income, 
double  the  previous  limit. 

The  new  law  is  intended  to  encourage 
broader  participation  by  the  private 
sector  in  the  financial  support  of 
charitable  organizations,  especially  in 
the  light  of  reduced  federal  support. 


Benefit  to  Annual  Giving 

The  success  of  the  Society’s  Annual 
Giving  program  is  dependent  upon  the 
generosity  of  members  and  friends, 
many  of  whom  have  not  heretofore 
derived  a  direct  tax  benefit  for  their 
gifts.  The  Society’s  goal  for  fiscal  1982 
is  $50,000  of  which  $24,335  has  been 
received  to  date.  Of  the  256  contribu 
tions  received.  201  w’ere  for  $25  or  less. 
Gifts  in  any  amount  are  most  welcome 
and  may  now  enable  the  donor  to  claim 
a  tax  deduction. 


FRED  KLEINER 
APRIL  SPEAKER 

Fred  S.  Kleiner,  Chairman  of  the  Art 
History  Department  at  Boston  Univer 
sity,  is  the  Society’s  invited  speaker  at 
the  Spring  Members  Meeting  on  Satur 
day,  April  17,  1982. 

The  topic  of  the  Joseph  B.  Stack  and 
Morton  M.  Stack  Memorial  Lecture  is 
“The  Lost  Arch  of  Nero:  A  Numismatic 
Search.’’  This  arch,  known  to  us  only  by 
its  depiction  on  large  bronzes  of  Nero, 
can  be  reconstructed  and  placed  in  the 
context  of  Roman  architectural  history, 
according  to  Mr.  Kleiner,  through 
examination  of  the  numismatic  evidence 
in  association  with  other  historical 
clues. 

Mr.  Kleiner  lectures  regularly  at  the 
ANS  Graduate  Seminar  and  is  a 
contributor  to  the  Society’s  journal.  He 
is  co-author  of  The  Early  Cistophoric 
Coinage ,  published  by  the  Society  in 
1977  as  Numismatic  Studies  14.  In 
addition  he  has  published  two  volumes 
on  the  coinage  found  in  the  Athenian 
Agora.

In  a  move  designed  to  increase  shelf 
rapacity  and  to  better  preserve  some  of 
its  more  important  materials,  the  Libra 
ry  has  installed  moveable  shelving  units 
in  the  east  wing.  Installation  of  Space- 
saver  mobile  shelving  units  increases 
the  Library's  overall  shelf  capacity  by 
some  <*0%  and  represents  a  major  step 
in  a  preservation  program  begun  some 
years  ago  by  Society  Librarian  Francis 
Campbell 


The  new  shelving  will  hold  all  those 
volumes  previously  housed  in  the  east 
wing  and  provide  space  for  an  additional 
14,000  volumes.  It  will  also  permit  the 
Librarian  to  segregate  some  of  the  more 
fragile  items  in  the  collection,  thus 
preventing  their  deterioration  or  dam 
age.  Toward  this  end,  all  auction 
catalogues  prior  to  1950  have  been 
removed  from  the  Library’s  file  cabinets 
and  placed  in  boxes  on  the  new 


shelving  Access  to  these  materials  is 
under  Library  staff  control. 

The  overall  layout  and  appearance  of 
the  redesigned  east  library  provides  a 
very  inviting  area  in  which  to  do 
research.

SNGANS  IN  PREPARATION 

This  past  fall  the  Society  published  its 
ancient  coinages  from  the  area  of 
Palestine  through  South  Arabia  as  Part 
6  in  the  Sylloge  Nummorum  Graecorum: 
The  Collection  of  the  A  merican  Numis¬ 
matic  Society.  Several  members  have 
written  subsequently  to  inquire  whether 
Part  5  has  been  published  since  Parts 
1-4  had  been  issued  in  sequential  order. 

Part  5,  for  which  no  publication  date 
has  yet  been  set,  is  now  in  preparation 
by  Denyse  Berend  of  Paris.  It  includes 
the  Society’s  extensive  holdings  of  the 
mint  of  Syracuse  through  the  end  of 
Sicily.  Publication  of  Part  5  will  com¬ 
plete  a  major  section  of  the  cabinet 
begun  with  Part  1,  encompassing  the 
mints  of  South  Italy  and  Sicily.  Several 
indices  to  this  entire  section,  prepared 
by  Margaret  Thompson,  will  also  be 
included  in  Part  5. 

In  the  future  we  shall  continue  the 
practice  of  publishing  major  sections  of 
the  Greek  coin  cabinet  in  sequentially 
numbered  fascicules  while  publishing 
single  volume  sections  as  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  arises.  SNGANS  6,  authored  by 
Ya'akov  Meshorer,  records  the  Soci¬ 
ety’s  extraordinary  Judaean  series.  The 
Society’s  strong  holdings  in  Bactrian 
and  Indo-Greek  coinages  is  currently 
being  studied  by  William  F.  Spengler 
toward  publication  in  a  future  Sylloge 
fascicule.
